Report of the Selectmen 2019 


The Selectmen have been busy again this year managing the affairs of the Town. We could not have 
accomplished what we have, without the effort of the employees, volunteers and other elected officials 
in our community. 


The Conservation Commission was repopulated with members and is currently meeting regularly on the 
2nd Wednesday at 9 AM. We have been working to bring the fire access at the Richardson Brook area 
on Lempster Mountain to a conclusion, and will be cutting an access road to the pond off Bean 
Mountain Road. The Highway department has worked to replace culverts on several roads. We have had 
Mountain Road crack sealed and have also repaired a retaining wall at the Mountain Road bridge to hold 
the road from erosion. The large culvert near the Clark Residence on Lovejoy Road has been replaced 
and the road has been built up to help avoid future flooding. The beavers in that area have done what 
they can to test us on that point. 


We have worked hard to cleanup several tax deeded properties and will continue this process in the 
spring of 2020. This work involves some demolition, as well as sorting garbage and solid waste from 
salvageable items that were left on these properties. Items that could be salvaged were sold and the 
money was put in the general fund to help offset the cost of the cleaning. It is our goal to get these 
properties sold and back on the tax role. 


The Fire Department and Rescue squad have had a very busy year and continue to provide an invaluable 
service to our town and our visitors. 


We are appreciative to the many volunteers that work to improve our community. There are many 
committees and organizations in town that would be happy to see new faces and hear new ideas. The 
Selectmen meet the second and fourth Tuesday at 7 PM at the town office. Please feel welcome to 
attend these meetings and see democracy in action. We are open to suggestions and comments and are 
here to make our town better.

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Auditor’s Report 


The responsibility of a locally elected town auditor is identified in RSA 41:31-c: 

All municipalities shall annually, or more often as necessary, conduct an audit of the accounts of any 
officer or agent handling funds of the municipality. Elected auditors conducting such audits shall follow 
audit procedures in rules adopted by the commissioner pursuant to RSA 541-A. 


The auditing process follows the form, MS-60. This form has a section for each town department that 
handles town funds; general ledger, treasurer, tax collector, trustees of trust funds, town clerk and 
library. The specific sections have questions designed to identify if pertinent statutes are being followed 
and, generally, if fiscally sound practices are being practiced. 


The 2018 Auditor Report, required by the state each year, was completed and returned to DRA in April 
of 2019. Each section of the report was accepted without issue by DRA. Once all of the 2019 data is 
available, | will meet with the individuals responsible for the six areas to be covered in the town auditor 
report. The final report will be completed and returned to the Department of Revenue Administration 
by April 1, 2020. 


All Town purchases must have the original signed invoice accompanying the town’s payment stub. This 
is required by NH law. I take the time to check each purchase to make sure that a physical document is 
filed with the record of payment. The practice of attaching the original signed invoices is important for 
making sure Town money is being spent appropriately and identifies the person responsible for the 
purchase. Each department head is responsible for approving all department expenditures. To the 
extent possible the purpose of the expenditure is noted. Over the past several years, the departments 
have done an exemplary job providing the necessary documentation for purchases. 


An accurate inventory of all town equipment and property is necessary to comply with statutes. Each 
department is responsible for the department’s respective inventory. It is important to have updated 
files for insurance purposes; in case of a fire or theft as well as clearly identifying what equipment each 
department is responsible for. The matter of accurate inventory was initially discussed several years ago 
and the town has continued to improve on this practice. Establishing a consistent town practice for each 
department is the final goal. 


The employees responsible for receiving funds, handling funds and paying town expenses are doing so 
efficiently and are complying with State RSA’s. Records of receipts and expenditures are being 
accurately recorded by town employees.

We experienced a large increase in library visits, circulation and new library cards issued in 
2019. The New Hampshire Downloadable Books Consortium, offering free audiobooks, 
ebooks and magazines to patrons, has seen a steady increase in usage this year making it 
one of the library's most valuable resources. The New Hampshire State Library has instituted 
a new interlibrary loan system in November which has made lending and borrowing between 
libraries much more efficient and user-friendly.

Some mixed-ages 
programs of note this year were our Halloween Costume Swap and a group reading of the 
play, A Charlie Brown’s Christmas. For adults we offer a monthly game night and book group. 
Rug Braiding, taught by Marilyn Butler, gave us a deep appreciation for the art and craft of 
braided wool rugs. 


The Friends of the Miner Memorial Library, through their commitments of time, energy and 
funding, support our Summer Library Club, purchase a collection of Oscar winning DVDs for 
circulation, offer New Hampshire State Park passes to patrons, supply tote bags for each 
child that signs up for a library card and they bring interesting speakers and performers to the 
residents of Lempster.

30-35 tons more this year. We will be monitoring solid waste in 2020. Recycling 
is still moving with the exception of plastics. We appreciate you recycling and 
hopefully a solution will come about for plastics.

Annual Report 2019

As the Lempster Fire and Rescue moves into another decade, the men and women of this proud 
organization hope to continue great Fire and Emergency services to the town. The commitment and dedication 
that these individuals display is humbling. As always, the goal is to act professionally and be respectful, to 
represent the town as best as possible. As members of this community we truly take the motto of the department 
“Neighbors Helping Neighbors” very seriously. At every call we try to exemplify pride and ownership. 


The Lempster Fire Dept. is always looking for new individuals to carry on the values that the current 
members display. If you are a driven individual who wants to physically and mentally be challenged while assisting 
your fellow town’s people please reach out to the Lempster Fire and Rescue. The Departments meet every 
Wednesday at 7pm. The fire business meeting is the first, the second is the department work detail, the third is the 
rescue training, and the fourth is fire training. Each Wednesday begins with equipment and vehicle checks as well 
as station duties, this ensures the reliability of the equipment when needed most. 


This year the fire department is going to apply for the Assistance to Firefighter’s federal grant to attempt 
to offset the cost of much needed breathing air filling equipment. The current equipment is not code compliant 
any longer and is over 20 years old and the parts are becoming increasingly more difficult to obtain. 


The main goal of the department is to be well trained; we take this very seriously. This past year we 
partnered with New England Fire Training to do quarterly trainings in conjunction with our mutual aid partner 
Goshen. This partnership has elevated our skills as well as also allowed us to build a working relationship with our 
mutual aid partners. The working relationships with our mutual aid partners are equally as important, each month 
all the regional chiefs meet to discuss training and other important issues and ways to do better at emergencies. 


While utilizing this training the Fire and Rescue responded to 145 total emergencies. 63 medical, 16 
building fires, 20 motor vehicle accidents (3 w/ extrication), 4 chimney fires, 9 fire alarms, 2 carbon monoxide, 1 
haz-mat, 3 brush fires, 3 off-road/searches, 10 trees/wires, 2 landing zones, 2 animal rescue, 3 cover assignments, 
and 7 service calls. Mutual aid was received 6 times and given 36 times. We strive to be ready at a moment’s 
notice.

This year we saw a large increase in the number of online permits. Of the 127 permits 29 were 
issued online. These must still meet the State requirements and will be revoked if the burn is 
not done as submitted. To obtain a permit through the online system go to nhfirepermit.com. 
Please note that online permits include a processing fee that covers website development and 
maintenance. Permits obtained in person are still free. Permits can be issued by David and 
Carrie Richards, Jim and Barb Richards, and Jon Thomas. 


We once again participated with the Grafton-Sullivan County Forest Wardens’ Association 
which meets monthly April-November. This gives us an opportunity to hear from our Forest 
Ranger and keep current with information from the State. In November, we hosted the 
meeting.

In March of 2019, | became the Captain of the Lempster Rescue, taking over from Tommy Moore Jr. Let me take a 
moment and introduce myself. My name is Beth Clark-Moulton. | grew up in Lempster and spent many days of my 
childhood at the fire station with my Dad. | have 2 beautiful daughters and am married to a great guy. | joined the 
Rescue in 2018 and in the fall took an EMT class. In early 2019 | tested and became an EMT. 


Our department has 6 EMTs and 1 member, Maddy Moore, who has just finished her EMT class and is currently studying 
for her tests. All of our members are certified in First Aid and CPR. We are excited to add another EMT to our team. 


The Rescue responded to 63 medical calls in town and responded to 4 medical calls in our surrounding towns for mutual 
aid. The Rescue truck also responds to numerous incidents along with the fire department as a support. We have seen 
an assortment of calls- ranging from simple breaks, lift assists and seizures to heart attacks, car accidents and strokes 
this past year 


This year the rescue has focused a lot of our time training with the fire department and how we can best support them. 
Whether it’s providing support for them during normal calls or providing a rehab area during major fire incidents where 
the firefighter’s vitals are monitored, to distribution of drinks and food if needed. A lot of time has been spent growing 
our relationship. 


| have learned so much this year and hope to continue moving forward. Our Fire & Rescue family is a great group of 
men and women. We train and work together to keep our community safe and healthy. 


In late 2019, we found out that a vital piece of equipment was not able to be repaired and replacement parts were not 
available, so we knew we needed to find a way to replace this, as soon as possible. The Lempster Fire Fighters 
Association sent a letter asking for your help. We asked the residents of Lempster to donate money to help offset the 
cost of purchasing a new cardiac monitor. Getting the mail at the post office has never been more fun. YOU!! You the 
residents of Lempster came through for us. As of this writing in mid-January, we are over half way to our goal. We 
cannot thank you enough for your continued support to our department. 


Thank you to the Town of Lempster residents for your tremendous support for our Rescue Squad. We are proud to 
serve you and continually strive to better ourselves for both you and ourselves.

During fiscal year 2019, the Sheriff's Office continued to provide experienced, full time certified Sheriff's 
Deputies for the Towns police patrol functions. I’m sure many of you have seen Chief Deputy Jeremy 
Wilson, Sergeant Michael Batista, Deputy Justin Merrill or Deputy Glen St. Amant as they perform their 
duties throughout the year. You may also have seen Deputy Ethan Yazinski who was a welcome addition 
to our staff in 2019. Deputy Yazinksi is a full time certified deputy with 6 years of law enforcement 
experience who works hard and brings a youthful presence to the office. 


The Claremont Dispatch Center received 619 Calls for Service in 2019. This is a downward trend of about 
10% from 2018. It’s nice to see things trending downward after the 7% increase we saw in calls last year. 
While much of our call volume comes from assisting residents with important non-crime related events, 
we also handle a significant number of cases involving crimes against people and property. If you are in 
need of assistance or believe that you are the victim of a crime please contact the Claremont Police 
Dispatch Center at the Claremont Police Department. They with dispatch the appropriate Deputy or NH 
State Police Trooper to assist you. 


A TEXT OR CALL COULD WRECK IT ALL; PLEASE MAKE YOUR CAR A PHONE FREE ZONE. We still see a 

significant number of drivers using mobile devices while they are driving. With respect to NH Motor 

Vehicle Laws, the use of mobile electronic devices while driving (RSA: 265:79-C) is against the law. The 

law states in part that: 

e Nouse of hand held electronic devices capable of providing voice or data communication while 
driving or temporarily halted in traffic for a stop sign or traffic signal or other momentary delays. 

e This includes cell phones, GPS, tablets, iPods, iPads or other devices that require data entry. 

e Emergency calls to 911 or other public safety agencies will be allowed. 

e Bluetooth or other hands-free electronic devices will be allowed. 

e One hand non-cellular 2-way radio use will be allowed. 

e Teen drivers under the age of 18 will not be allowed to use any electronic devices except to report 
an emergency. 


In late 2019, our Office began the long process of updating our records management software. It is the 
first major software upgrade we have undertaken since the early 2000's. The new software is expected 
to streamline the way deputies input calls for service, incident reports, accident reports and arrest 
reports. We anticipate the system being fully operational by mid to late February. 


Again, thank you for allowing us to serve you, the citizens of Lempster, for another year. If you see one 
of the deputies throughout your travels be sure to stop and say hello. Be safe!

The Lempster Conservation Commission was re-established in September by the Board of 
Selectmen by appointing selectman Phil Tirrell, Wesley Ash, lvan Wallace, Sue Lichty, and Lori 
Earthrowl.

In the short time since the commission was re-established, we managed to get in a clean-up day 
on the Duck Pond trail. 


For 2020 the LCC has plans to update and maintain trails and parking lots. We also want to put 
up kiosk with trail maps. Swift Corwin, forester for the Conservation Commission, has offered to 
assist us with these projects.

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Cemetery Trustees 


The Lempster Cemetery Trustees are responsible for the care and maintenance of the Town Cemetery, located behind the 
town offices on the corner of Route 10 and the 2nd NH Turnpike. The Trustees assist family members who wish to have a 
loved one interred at the cemetery and help coordinate arrangements for burial. The Cemetery Trustees actively promote a 
tradition of stewardship of the cemetery within the community and appreciation of its cultural and historical significance. 


The Trustees have continued to sell plots in the new area of the East Lempster Cemetery. 


The Cemetery Trustees undertook a significant new responsibility this year due to a change in the town budget, which 
requires the Trustees to hire and supervise a maintenance contractor for the cemetery, rather than have the work done by the 
Town Highway Department. This was a challenge as the Highway Department has done outstanding work for many years that 
has been appreciated by the Trustees and townspeople. There are many details that must be attended to. Greg Lynch (Rhino 
Builders) was hired following a competitive bidding process. The Trustees have been actively involved in monitoring the work 
and providing guidance. 


The Trustees reviewed maps and were provided detailed information about the wood lot that was bequeathed by Larry 
Johnson to the Town to benefit the cemetery. The Selectmen are managing the lot, which is not expected to generate any 
income for several years. 


Sue King, Lempster Community School teacher, continued a longstanding tradition of leading her 4'" grade class in placing 
flags on the graves of veterans in preparation for Memorial Day. Cemetery Trustees and other Town officials joined them. 
Everett Thurber and Bill Murgatroy provided a history lesson for the children. 


The Trustees arranged for loam to be spread to level sunken-in spots in the old cemetery, in addition to routine maintenance. 
The Trustees arranged with Stone Vault in Newport to repair 44 grave stones. This year the work focused on the oldest part of 
the cemetery, overlooking Dodge Pond. 


The Cemetery Trustees organized an event for Sunday of Old Home Day (August 11") that many participants enjoyed. 
Richard Maloon of Merrimack, from the NH Old Graveyard Association, gave a slide presentation at History Hall on cleaning 
and repairing old gravestones. Following the presentation, Jan Parmalee of Goshen gave a hands-on demonstration at the 
cemetery of a method of cleaning gravestones using a mild non-abrasive cleaner. Participants were given the opportunity to 
try their hand at cleaning. Around 25 people attended. The audience consisted of Old Home Day participants and some 
people from outside the area who came for the presentation. Jan demonstrated cleaning on a Bible-shaped gravestone. After 
the cleaning the stone was so bright it could be seen from Route 10.

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Lempster Historical Society, (LHS), Annual Report for 2019 


The Lempster Historical Society had another busy year preserving and presenting Lempster’s History. 
This Report shows the highlights for 2019. 


As usual, we published Spring and Fall editions of The Historian Newsletter to present historically 
important articles from the past and from current events. A collection of these newsletters is a good 
representation of Lempster History in an easy to read format. 


In 2018 we formed a Committee to Preserve Historically Important Town Documents and that 
committee, led by Bob Cilley, began work activities in 2019. Progress has been made as we review old 
documents and arrange to file them by year and subject. This is an ongoing project with lots of papers to 
sort through and catalog. 


Bob is also our Building Committee Chairman and in 2019 he arranged for foundation repairs to be made 
at History Hall in addition to the annual roof and furnace inspections. In early 2019 we had a “freeze 
up” of the septic system and temporary insulating fixes have been applied to get us through this year. 
We will plan to do a more thorough job in the spring/summer of 2020. 


On April 26, the LHS sponsored a presentation at History Hall on the subject “The Capital Crime of 
Witchcraft.” The presentation was very thorough and let us see how those early trials on “Witchcraft” 
were run to “find witches”. 


In May we installed a new sink and faucet in the History Hall kitchen and this was a big improvement in 
support of the dinners we held at HH. We held the Annual Lasagna Dinner and Penny Social on May 
25" and we also held a Ham and Bean Dinner on August 9 which provided a place for people to get 
together the night before Old Home Day. 


As usual, the LHS supported the Old Home Day Program on August 10 and 11. It’s worth noting that we 
entered a Float which won First Prize. It celebrated the life of Smokey the Bear. 


On August 11, the Cemetery Trustees sponsored a presentation on gravestone cleaning and care. The 
slide presentation was held at History Hall and was followed by a demonstration of gravestone cleaning 
in the Lempster Cemetery. 


With reference to The Historian, we are always interested in hearing from anyone who might be willing 
to write an article on some facet of Lempster History. Just contact Linda Murgatroy with your 
Suggestion. 


Also, the LHS extends a welcome to anyone who would like to join the organization. Just contact any one 
of the people on the Board of Directors as to when to come. We meet on the fourth Thursday of every 
month except November and alternate between BOD meetings and Member meetings. 


Sadly, | must add that Lempster and the LHS lost a strong supporter in August 2019, with the passing of 
Emily Fairweather. She was a willing worker for many years in Lempster and my favorite memory is 
remembering her giving orders, when putting up the big tent, for Old Home Day.
